of Madrid, written by Edmondo do Amicis, 
will be welcome.

there is in proportion with the vastness of the 
locality The sidewalks are as-wide as streets 
and the cafes as large as squares; the basin 
of a fountain as large as a lake, and on every 
side there is a dense and mobile crowd, o 
deafening racket and an indescribable gayety 
and brightness in the features, gestures or 
colors which make you feel that neither the 
populace nor the city are strangers to you, 
and which produces in you a desire to mingle 
In the tumult, greet every one and run here 
and there rather to recognize persons and 
things than to see them for the first time. 


"I get out at a hotel, leave it Instantly and 


begin roaming about the streets at random. 
I jump into a carriage and say to the coach- 
man 'Vuelal' I pass the statue of Murillo, 
reascend the street Alcala, traverse the street 
of the Turk, where Gen. Prim was assassin- 
•ted- cross the square of the Cortes, in 
which the statue of Michael Cervantes 
stands; emerge on the Plaza Mayor, where 
the Inquisition lighted its pyres; turn back 
and, in front of the house of Lopez de la 
Vega, come out on the immense square of the 
. Orient opposite the royal palace, where rises 


the equestrian statue of Philip IV, in the 
midst of a garden surrounded by forty colos- 
sal statues, climb again toward the heart ol 
the city crossing other broad streets, gay 
iouaresand cross roads filled with people, 
then finally return to the hotel, declaring 
that Madrid is grand, gay, rich, populous 
and charming.

Slgnor de Amicis leaves his hotel for a 


c«sa de hnespedes, evidently the American 
eauivalent of a boarding house of the better 
class, which he evidently greatly enjoyed. 


"These guest houses are nothing more than

prices, but always more reasonably than the 
hotels, with the inestimable advantage that 
onHnjoyi a breath of home life therein, 
formsfriendships and is treated more hke 
one of the family than like a boarder.

Rapid Mall Transit. 


Three hundred miles an hour fa the pro- 


posed speed for the-electric postal railroad ol 
the future. An experimental line has been 
erected at Laurel, twenty miles from Balti- 
more, Met A compromise between the pneu- 
matic tube and the ordinary railroad — ries 
a miniature train of two cars solely or mails 
and light parcels, without any a' ^endance 
The road has three rails—ono aboi j the car 
for carrying the current, and r i belov 
which carry the cars. Tho cars ai\ built o 
«beet iron, and are two feet square and twen 
•tyone feet long. Speed will be regulated and 
power or brakes applied by electricity sole- 
ly. If the experiment at Laurel succeeds, i 
i' stated that similar roads will bo laid be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington, and else- 
where.—Frank Leslie's Newspaper.

Spirits In France. 


The quantity of alcoholic spirits extracted 


to Franco by distillation from wine has been 
Tadually diminishing, owing to tho effects 
jf phylloxera and mildew on tho vines, and 
In consequence the production of spirits from 
molasses, beet root juice, grape skins and 
from farinaceous substances, especially maize 
and potatoes, shows an Increase. The consul 
general of the United States at Paris states 
that the spirits produced In Franco are now 
for tho greater part distilled from molasses, 
and the annual production reaches 18,493,000 
gallons. The distillation of beet root juice is 
also very Important, producing alcohol of a 
cood quality The quantity is about 13,000,- 
000 gallons, but the production is decreasing 
dlehtly and is., being replaced by spirits 
made £rom grain. The production of grain 
spirits is close on 15,000,000 gallons.-San 
Francisco Chronicle.

for blocks on which to build a small barn, 
and ha unearthed 188 snakes and two swifts.

5,000,000 peo- 
ple ol tb" Slate of New York were helpleHi- 
in to? gr*»p of 7.466 FeJtsral office-holders, 
including onitapoitauc cl«rk* and uuknovnj 
subordinates. 


The Presidential elections of 1884 and 


1888 havfl since pruvod how insignificant 
in determining results is tbe influence ol 
Ihe Federal ofHue-liolders with the great 
mass of the people. It ia manifestly im- 
possible for one Federal office-holder to 
exert a controlling political influence over 
hundreds of unwilling citizens. 


Indeed, it may seriously ba questioned 


whether the distribution of public offices 
carries with it any considerable element of 
political power. The sword that outs off 
political heads has a sharp blade and a 
doable edge. Every appointment to office 
gratifies one to the disappointment of 
the many. A party out of power is a con- 
crete and manageable mass, in harmony 
with party policies, earnestly opposed to 
the party io power, and embittered by its 
mistakes, stimulated by the rewards of 
public service, and aggressive at every 
point. Bat there are act enough badges 
of the Legion of Honor to go aror.iid, there 
is often disappointment and apathy that 
are as disastrous as defeat. This is espec- 
ially true of a party mndo DO as the Repub- 
lican party is—largely of men who are ca- 
pable of filling any official place. 


THE ADVOCATES OP TBE BMCTSH SYSTEM 


Also contend that a change of officers im- 
pairs the efficiency of the service. 
There 


is come point and force in this argument, 
and it might be very emphatic if a clean 
sweep were made at the outset of every 
new administration. Bat the fact is, that 
where technical service is required, changes 
are made very gradually; the rnlea that 
successful men apply to their own business 
have generally been regarded; thousands 
of experts, who have shown marked fidelity 
aad efficiency, nave been retained for many 
years in their respective positions. 
Tacit 


tenure is practically a lite tenure, but it is 
made HO by that perpetual spur to high and 
faithful service—the knowledge that they 
are not independent ot the people or tbeir 
superior officers. 
Remove this incentive, 


thereby creating an aristocracy of office- 
holders, and tbe whole Government service 
would be 'demoralized. 
Employes would 


become insolent and insubordinate, neglect- 
ful of (heir duties—the drones and thistle- 
down of official life. 


As to tbe great mass of places in our 


Civil Service, there is no reason why they 
cannot be quickly and efficiently filled by 
intelligent men faa iliar with the rules and 
routine of ordinary business. There is no 
royal book-keeping iu the Departments, no 
special geography for the Postal Service, 
no arithmetic and no code of business rules 
and habits for the sole ose of Government 
employes. 


ID discussing the objections to the Brit- 


ish system of Civil Service, which is sought 
to be ingrafted npon our owe, it must ba 
borne ia mind that the world has furnished 
us, as yet, no system of Civil Service which 
can safely be taken as a model or a guide. 
We may attempt to draw parallel lines, but 
ire immediately fino^obstrnctions in tbe way. 
The English Government i-> largely a Gov- 
ernment by birth; ours is wholly n Govern- 
ment by election, and for fixed and definite 
terms. Tbe English masses cannot speak 
or ba heard eioept in the House of Com- 
mons. The English Ministry may be dis- 
ci »ed ia an hour by a vote of a want of 
confidence. A dozen different Cabinets, 
each standing for distinct and conflicting 
policies, might be formed during a single 
session of Parliament. 
Manifestly, if 8 
ohonge were made ia tbo Civil Service 
wiifj every change iu the Ministry, it would 
lead to disastrous confusion.

My final objections to the Mugwump 


Civil Service are that it is not id harmony 
with oar form of government, and that 
while it rewards a citizen with one hand 
it seoka with tbe.otlier to strip him of that 
active interest in public affairs which is 
the privilege of every American citizoo 
*nd ia at toe same time the surest shield 
of Republican institutions. 


The safety of the Bepnblio lies in tho 


eternal vigileuce of the citizen. When 
men so far forget their obligations to our 
form of government as to negleot their 
political duties, the RepnbUu is then in 
danger. Everything that Btiuinlates polit- 
ical uctivity—nil appealN to patriotic spirit, 
the rewards of office, the pride of the party 
in power in carrying out the policies of the 
people, even the watchful and sharp criti- 
cising ol tbe party oat of power, though it 
have no higher motive than the recovery 
of public patronage—all tend to "make the 
people appreciative of their rights and 
duties uud watchful of their public officers. 


When the people elect a President and 


Congress they presume that they also elect 
policies and men of their political faith to 
carry them out. 
They expect that all the 


subordinates of the Federal service will be 
pat in full accord with the new Adminis- 
tration. Tbe Government employee is not 
merely a book-keeper or a clerk. In almost 
every instance he or his superior officer 
represents some distinct feature of govern- 
mental policy, Eia 
service 
ia closely 


counseled with the beliefs and opinions 
that divide the gtebt political parties. For 
example, the Pension Bureau wsa estab- 
lished to reward dUnbled and deserving 
veterans. Can it ba seriously contended 
that tho highest service can be obtained in 
that department from men who are not in 
sympathy with tho purpose (.or which that 
bureau was created? 


The officers at every point of entry are 


charged with tbe appraisal of imported 
goods and the collection of duties. Should 
that delicate service be performed under a 
Republican Administration by men who 
believe that a high tariff is unconstitutional 
and a fraud npou the laboring rcan? 


A like line of reasoning may be applied 


to almost every branch of the Civil Service, 
and where it does not apply there can be 
no satisfactory denial of the claim that the 
most efficient service cannot be obtained 
by an Administration except through those 
who ore earnestly in accord with its policy 
and spirit. 
Every grave crg'ect of doty, 


every dishonesty of a subordinate, 
is 


telegraphed from ocean to ocean, and 
reflects upon the parly in power. 
It is 


therefore the duty of an administration, to 
itself and to its party, to be represented so 
far as practicable io every office not by 
political opponents nor politcal tunnohs 
bnt by men who are on their good behavior, 
who are actively in sympathy with the 
Administration, jealous of its good name, 
anxious to mnke it popular and to perpet- 
uate its power and usefulness, and to that 
end prompt, efficient', honest, and obliging 
iu the discharge of official duties.
